~ —~ AND -GERMANY.—— 

A telegraphic despatch in 5 Manila contem- 
porary says it is announced thata union of the 
Kingdom of Holland and the German Empire 
may bo effected.. The German Emperor is 
exceedingly anxious to make Holland a par} of 
the empire allowing her to retain practically’ 
the same government as at present. Many pro- 
minent statesmen in Holland are said to look 
with favour on-the suggestion as it would give 
to their couniry the protection of the great 
military establishment of Germany. 


THE TSAR'S UKASE AND THE 
JEWS. 


According to a telegraphic despatch in a 
Manila contemporary, an additional ukase, 
issued at St. Petersburg on tho. 10th inst., 
makes a sensational modification of the edict 
formerly issued, giving religious freedom end 
self government to the people of Russia. 

‘When the first ukase was issued the people 
went wild with delight and in every part of the 
Empire celebrations were held and every one 
took part. The Emperor Nicholas was hailed 
as a second Alexander, and: his generosity was 
praised as equal to that of the liberator of the 
serfs, No portion of the people werd 'so! 
enthusiastic as the Jews, for it has been upon 
them 'that the weight of tho rigorous taxes fell 
most heavily.

J was born in (he Colony sbout 4c yearn 2x0, 
was educated ut {he Government Central Schoo), 
now known as the Queen's College, and in 1882 
gained the Morrison Bcholarship, then the ouly 
scholarship awarded, my competitors bein 
90 per cent, Chinese boys and the princip 
subjects translations from English into Chinese 
and vice-verea. 

During the past 15 years T have followed my 
present occupation, that of Land and Cemmis- 
sion Agent. 

This calling has given memany opportunities 
of stndying houge-conatruction and the laws of 
Sanitation, 1 bave at all times taken a great 
intorest in the innamerable measures which 
have been brought forward relating to our 
Sanitary condition, 

I was.one of the signatories to the Potition 
sont to the Secretary of State, praying for the 
appointment of a Commision to enquire into 
the unitary state of this Colony. And, with 
many others, I was greatly surprised and 
disappointed when I read the measures con- 
tained i in the Draft Bill; recommended by- the 
Experts from Home, whioh accompanied their 
conjoint report. 


On the appearance of th’s Draft: Bill in tho} 


“Government Gazette,” I believe 1 was the first 
to criticise through the medium of the Pres the 
recommendations mado. 

From that time onward I have contributed 
mapy articles dealing with the varions sections 
of the Bill, which after numerous amendments, 
has now porsed into law. 

Whon this Bill was before the Conncil in the 
first etage, I was requosted to assiat the Com- 
mittee of the Chinesa Commercial Union -in 
their efforts to point out the objectionable 
clauses in the Bill, and a Potition was sent to 
the Government praying for amendment, 

Tho present Babli. Health and Buildings 
Ordinance is in part tho reat of our labours; 
and in my opinion no better Ordinance under 
the circumstances could have bean enacted,
